But in 
government yards wages are better; the 
average is Si, Cd,, or abaut 82 cents per 
day, but picked and permanent hands 
get &1.09 per day. And even .at these 
wages, Great Britain pays higher wages 
than any other country except the United 
States. 


The report as regards France, is cer- 


tainly discouraging for th» laborers of 
that country. Laborers in tho dock- 
yards got about 30 cents per day; black- 
smith's helpers get about 35and45 cents 
second class shipwrights gtt 45 to 55 
cents; average blacksmiths, Utters au< 
turners get about GO cents; very ;ompe 
tant shipwrights or smiths got SO cents 
per day. 
These wages ore fully 30 Jper 


cent, below those in Great Britain, and 
as Mr. Hiohborn says, the British wage 
are from 35 to 40 per cent below those c 
tho United States.
